Andover’s census reads 25,928 for the time being, 
and can be expected to increase once official 
domiciles are determined. 

Town Clerk Elden R. Salter reported this week 
that the office of the secretary of state has certified 
the 25,928 figure, but will have to wait until the en- 
tire state census is completed, before determining 
the overall head count. 

Problem lies in the so-called ‘‘wild cards,’’ cen- 
sus forms from people who claim Andover as a per- 
manent residence, but are domiciled elsewhere. In 
this particular category are students, or persons 
who may have filled out forms while in residence 
other than Andover. 

These additional figures will probably be deter-

mined sometime in November at which time the 
town’s official census figure will be certified by the 
state. 

Town Clerk Salter also reported this week that 
the review committee of the secretary of state’s of- 
fice had approved the town’s redistricting plan. 

This means that the town will go from six 
precincts to eight precincts in 1977. There will be no 
precinct changes during the 1976 Presidential elec- 
tion year. 

The new precinct lines will be effective with the 
town election of 1977. 

The new redistricting of the town will also be used 
for the redistricting of the legislature, which wi

Combine Evening Programs 


The evening study programs of 
Phillips Academy and Andover’s 
Department of Recreation / 
Community Schools will be com- 
bined this fall, signalling the 
beginning of more cooperation 
between the town and PA. 

One brochure featuring both of 
the evening offerings will be 
mailed to residents this week, 
and registration will be held 
simultaneously on September 16 
from 7 to 8:30 p.m. and 
September 17 from 7 to 8 p.m., at 
Shawsheen, Sanborn, West 
Junior High and East Junior High 
Schools, and the Underwood 
Room at PA, across from the An- 
dover Inn. 

The two programs are com- 
patible, according to Directors 
Gary Ralph of Recreation / Com- 
munity Schools and Jay Sarton of 
the PA program, as they offer 
residents a diversity of courses. 
They'll cover the gamut of 
academic, recreation, and 
“enrichment”’ courses, utilizing 
the vast resources available 
through the public school system 
and PA. 

“It occurred to us that since 
we're teaching different things, 


we should combine our efforts,”’ 
Sarton says. Any duplications 
have been deleted. 

About three years ago, Sarton 
goes on, Headmaster Theodore 
Sizer talked to Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin about the ways 
the town and PA could get 
together. They felt the evening 
study program might be a way to 
Start. 


Sarton says the PA program 
was organized about 40 years 
ago, when some faculty 
members got together, indepen- 
dent of the school. About half of 
the courses are still taught by PA 
faculty, and up until this year, 
Sarton says no one has ever been 
paid for anything. 

An “‘honorarium’’ will be paid 
this year, but the fee structures 
for the classes will remain vir- 
tually unchanged. 


PA courses will be taught in 
PA buildings, and include the 
likes of celestial navigation, 
astronomy, chamber music, New 
Testament Greek, Russian, 
prehistoric archaeology, 
‘‘Understanding Nuclear 
Energy’’, 29 courses in all. 


To Treat Pond For 


Nuisance Vegetation 


Stearns Pond in North Andover 
is scheduled for treatment for 
control of nuisance aquatic 
vegetation, on Thursday, Sept. 4. 
The Department of Environmen- 
tal Management (formerly the 
Department of Natural 
Resources) sponsored the 
program for this and eleven 
other state park ponds. 

Stearns Pond will be closed to 
swimming, fishing and boating 
for three days following treat- 
ment, and will re-open Sunday. 
The restrictions are merely 
precautionary; the treatments 
are harmless to fish and wildlife. 
All chemicals to be used meet the 
strict standards of the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
and the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality 
Engineering. 

The project will be carried out 
by Allied Biological Control Cor- 
poration and directed by Albert 
J. Trusas, Technical Operations 
Manager. To facilitate treatment 
in the shallow areas of the pond, 
Allied will use an Aircat Airboat 
powered by a 190 h.p. Lycoming 
Aircraft engine. The airboat is 


equipped with a specially design- | 


ed herbicide injection system.

Biological Control Corp. has been 
actively involved in ecology, lake 
aeration and aquatic weed con- 
trol since 1958. In its work, the 
firm deals with both governmen- 
tal agencies and private pond 
associations.

Copy of ‘America’ Is Gift 


‘‘My native country thee - - 
Land of the moble, free 

Thy name I love; 

I love they rooks and rills, 
Thy woods and templed hills, 
My heart with rapture thrills 
Like that above.”’ 


This less familiar, but equally 
beautiful second verse of 
““America,’’ was written by the 
Rev. S.F. Smith when he was a 
student at the Andover 
Theological School, back in 1892. 

Today, a copy in the writer’s 
own handwriting, beautifully 
framed along with his picture 
and autograph, is back home in 
Andover, a few blocks away from 
where it all began. 

The work was given to the 
Memorial Hall Library this 
summer by Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Langdell and their son William, 
in memory of another son, 
Jonathan Mark Langdell. 

It is now displayed in the 
Children’s Room. 
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Tammy and Susan, two young visitors to M smorial Hall Library, 
are among the first to see a new gift to the Children’s Room: a 
penned by the author himself. It’s framed 
along with a picture of the Rev. S.F. Smith, and his autograph.

Elderly 


The Merrimack Valley Home 
Care Center has been awarded an 
SSI Alert Grant by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Elder Affairs. 

Under the terms of the grant, 
the Center has responsibility for 
seeking out and assisting elderly 
people who may be eligible for 
Suuplemental Security (SSI) 
benefits, but who are unaware of, 
or reluctant to apply for them. 

Warren J. Witham, a Home 
Care staff member, has been 
designated the Center’s SSI 
specialist. Witham has been 
trained in SSI regulations by per- 
sonnel at the Lawrence Social 
Security Office, and by the SSI 
center of Boston. Witham’s 
duties will include visiting poten- 
tial recipients to explain the 
program, and assisting them 
with the application process. 

He will also conduct an SSI In- 
formation line on Wednesdays, 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. The 
telephone number for the Infor- 
mation line is 683-7722.

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High Holy Days Services To Begin 


The High Holy Days observed 
by Jewish people throughout the 
world will begin this year on Fri- 
day evening, Sept. 5. In actuality, 
this special season begins thirty 
days before Rosh Hashanah with 
a month of special meditations 
and prayers. At midnight, on the 
Saturday night prior to the onset 
of Rosh Hashanah, the New Year 
Festival, a special Selichot Ser- 
vice is held by all traditional con- 
gregations and many Liberal 
congregations as well. There are 
special liturgies for this night- 
time service, from traditional 
sources as well as many relevant 
readings introduced in Liberal 
Congregations. 

The Festival of Rosh Hashanah 
has been observed by the Jewish 
community throughout the world 
for 2,000 years and more. It is 
based upon the biblical injunction 
in the Book of Leviticus 23:23 
which reads: “In the seventh 


month, in the first day of the 
month, shall be a solemn rest 
unto you, a memorial proclaimed 
with the blast of the Shofar, a 
holy convocation.”’ 

There are four names for this 
festival: Rosh Hashanah, the 
head, or beginning of the year; 
Yom Teruah, the Day of Soun- 
ding (of the Shofar); Yom haDin, 
the Day of Judgment; and Yom 
haZikaron, the Day of Remem- 
brance. 

Rosh Hashanah begins a 10-day 
period which is called the Ten 
Days of Penatence. During this 
period, spanning Rosh Hashanah 
to Yom Kippur, it is incumbent 
upon the Jewish person to look 
within himself and to assess the 
values which he or she has 
chosen to live by and to consider 
how the qualities of life might be 
improved. It is imperative that 
life be lived in such a way that a 
person’s behavior reflects not 


only upon one’s self, but that 
each individual’s living brings a 
measure of value and improve- 
ment to the lives of those all 
about us. This ten-day period en- 
compasses the Sabbath of Repen- 
tance which calls upon the 
members of the household of 
Israel to return to a Godly way of 
life. The season of Awe concludes 
with the Day of Atonement which 
this year will be observed on Sun- 
day night and Monday, Sept. 14 
and 15.

While spring is generally 
thought of as a time for 
wildflowers, but late summer 
and fall bring a whole new group 
of richly colored and abundant 
field flowers, as well as seed cap- 
sules and nuts that bear no 
resemblance to their flowering 
stage, according to the Audubon 
Society. 

Many of these plants can be 
collected and used for decorating 
purposes through the winter if 
recognized and picked at the 
right times. 

This fall Massachusetts 
Audubon’s Ipswich River 
Wildlife Sanctuary is offering a 
short field course on autumn 
plants, which will meet on Thurs- 
day mornings at the Nature 
Center on Cherry Street in 
Wenham, beginning September 
11. In addition to identification, 
the uses of the plants, their 
reproductive cycles and 
preparations for winter will be 
observed and discussed. 

The class will be limited and 
previous registration and pay- 
ment are required.

involves the possibility of being 
attacked by a shark or packs of 
sharks. There’s no telling how 
many lives have been saved from 
drowning in the ocean this 
summer. 

Of course, needless to say, the 
same lives have been saved from 
sharks, too. For there is no deny- 
ing that persons have been at- 
tacked by sharks in New 
England. 

In fact, a swimmer was killed 
presumably by a shark off Mat- 
tapoisett, Mass., on July 25, 1936. 
We say ‘‘presumably’’ since no 
identity of the shark was record- 
ed, and there always is a 
possibility, no matter how 
remote, that a killer whale might 
nave been involved. There 
appears to have been no recorded 
attack in Massachusetts since 
1936, but that was only 39 years 
ago and one never knows when it 
might happen again. 

There even have been shark at- 
tacks in Massachusetts waters 
north of Cape Cod. The last vic- 
tim was Joseph Blaney who was 
fishing off Swampscott when a 


The population of sharks in 
New England does not approach 
the numbers commonly seen in 
documentary movies on Polyne- 
sian life. They do exist here, 
however, and considering the 
millions of man-hours human 
swimmers devote to the surf 
each summer, sharks probably 
often approach much nearer to 
humans than the average person 
suspects. 

The low-ratio of shark attacks 
per millions of hours of bathing 
may not be complimentary. It 
could mean that humans are not 
as delectable as most of us think 
of ourselves as being. 

Bigelow and Schroeder in their 
classic, ‘‘Fishes of the Gulf of 
Maine,”’ 


listed 21 species of 
sharks as probable visitors in 
New England waters, although 


the frequency of some was slight. 
The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice in its ‘‘Anglers’ Guild to 
Sharks’’ lists 34 species, the 
larger count resulting in part 
from inclusion of waters as far 
south as Chesapeake Bay. 

In spite of cur optimistic view 
toward sharks, we are not 
recommending them as pets. If a 
shark starts following you like a 
stray dog it may have something 
in mind other than finding a 
home.

There is, of course, con- 
siderable difference between 
seeing a shark and being eaten by 
one. I’d say the difference was 
several magnitudes. Sharks are 
seen each summer in New 
England waters. They range 
from our most common shark, 
the dogfish, a beast that 
sometimes becomes three feet 
long, to an occasional white 
shark that may be 36 feet long. 
The dogfish is that little brute 
we used to step over while 
wading in the shallows. The 
white shark has a worldwide 
reputation as a man-eater. Ex- 
cept for dogfish, sharks seldom 
are seen in the shallows. 
However, there are exceptions.

It is remarkable that few peo- 
ple or entities dealing with the 
town are willing to do business 
after deducting the costs of infla- 
tion. Rather all want to be paid 
as much extra for inflation as 
possible. Town meeting is hit 
from every direction. Hence it’s 
first line of defense for its tax in- 
come is to add the cost of infla- 
tion to home real estate as well 
as to all service fees. 

It is worth noting that the 
owners of expensive home real 
estate, not to mention industrial 
property, enjoy considerable ex- 
emption from Federal taxation 
by means of deducting mortgage 
payment interest from their tax- 
able income. This is enjoying an 
unearned profit from inflation 


hence they have no kick coming 
when their real estate is taxed 
correctly for its full worth which 
is added to by the fact that 
mortgage money on it tax free 
with respect to interest 
payments. Thus to add to this a 
tax rate that is less than 100 per 
cent of value is to grant a double 
taxation exemption benefit thus 
making inflation twice as 
profitable for costly home real 
estate and business real estate. 
Why a person who is supposed 
to represent the best interests of 
town meeting would not take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to tax 
at 100 per cent, let alone find 
fault with an employee that 
sought to obey the law as a 
matter of course is a matter of 
consequence in the area of com- 
petence and credibility. Town 


meeting may be asked to go out 
of its way to compliment the 
employee who went ahead and 
sought to obey the law assuming 
that that is what common sense 


required of him. 


All of this is more evidence 
that the town’s affairs are in 
need of competent policy making 


and administration.

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Some Good News 
Or Is It? 


It is difficult these days to get a firm handle on some 
good news when it has to do with economic con- 
siderations. 


Thus, when it was announced that Andover’s tax rate 
would be reduced $2 this year, it was a bit refreshing, 
but tempered no end by the dire predictions of what lies 
ahead. 


The reduction in the tax rate, for the second straight 
year, is of course welcome news and should not go un- 
noticed. 


The drop is due to substantial extra effort on the part 
of Andover’s official family who worked diligently in 
the winter and spring months to bring budgetary re- 
quests into realistic and affordable proportions prior to 
town meeting. 

The selectmen and town manager spent countless 
hours working over budgetary requirements for the 
year ahead as did school committee members with the 
public education administration. 

The Finance Committee, likewise poured over the 
monetary items, seeking full justification for every re- 
quest. 

‘ Coupled with state receipts, some substantial funds 
from a record high free cash account and increased 
valuations throughout the town, Andover came up with 
a reduction in the tax rate. 

In times of economic stress, such is good news. 

But there is always a distressing bottom line. 

Already there are predictions of an increase, 
someone even indicated as much as $10, due to built in 
costs from this and prior years. 

While the $10 figure, we firmly believe is on the high 
side, we recall a warning sounded by Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin earlier this year concerning spiralling 
costs affecting the tax rates of future years. 

This was prior to establishing a 1975-’76 fiscal year 
budget for the town and a determination made on the 
amount of free cash to be applied to this year’s rate. 

As the town prepares for another year, the official 
family must take into consideration the plight of the 
state, as projected by Governor Dukakis. 

His pleadings and gloomy forecasts for taxpayers,

would give indication that the town could not anticipate 
any great relief from state sources next year. 

We trust the selectmen, school committee and ad- 
ministrators will again work as diligently in the year 
ahead to keep municipal costs again affordable. 

But just how much can be expected, in view of built-in 
costs, as forecast? 

Questions which should be considered in the weeks 
and months ahead, should include the effect of the Oc- 
tober town meeting on next year’s budget, or tax rate. 

Also, if there is a substantial free cash account loom- 
ing for the year ahead, why not apply some of it toward 
this year’s tax rate, thus providing some additional 
monetary relief during some very difficult times? 

As for the October town meeting, again, we are faced 
with some substantial cost items for consideration. 
Property purchases, such as the Essex Street theater 
property. A major funding for improvements to the 
water system, is another substantial money considera- 
tion. 

First, we would like to determine if these items are 
rightfully due for consideration at an October town 
meeting. Such major considerations, if not of an 
emergency nature, should be more properly on the 
agenda for an annual town meeting. 

Town meeting, as structured in Andover, can become 
emotional, and despite advisories by the Finance Com- 
mittee, town manager and selectmen, the voters retain 
the ultimate choice. As such, substantial sums can be 
appropriated, without giving a true feeling of the town 
as a whole. 

As for the free cash account, this has always been a 
point of controversy. 

A substantial amount of cash available at tax rate set- 
ting time, quite possibly represents the holding of funds 
to be applied to future expenses. 

Such is good business practice only when it is affor- 
dable and expedient to do so. The present economy 
would not appear to dictate such practices. 

We would hope that in the year ahead, Andover’s ad- 
ministration will continue their economic diligence and 

that the predictions of substantial tax rate increases 
will be offset by sound and effective management.

Will Kissinger Bow Out?

WASHINGTON | -- Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger’s Mid- 
dle East success was a highly 
personal triumph for him. In- 
deed, he is so pleased, say close 
friends, that he may choose this 
moment of glory to step down. 

For months, Kissinger has 
concentrated almost totally on 
the Middle ‘East crisis. Most 
other problems were put aside 
as he hammered away, day and 
night, to lay the groundwork for 


his latest trip to Egypt and 


Israel. 

By the time he arrived on the 
scene, the basic terms of the in- 
terim agreement between these 
nations had already been 
worked out. The credit, 
therefore, belongs entirely to 
Kissinger. 

His obsession with the Middle 
East, however, has also hurt the 
United States. Other major 
foreign policy problems cry for 
attention, but they have been 
pushed to the back burner. On 
close examination, therefore, 
Kissinger’s record is less than 
glorious. 

He stood aside, for example, 
while the Turks overran Cyprus 
and is now attempting to 
recuperate by blaming the crisis 
on the congressional arms em- 
bargo against Turkey.

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America and Africa have 
lowered American prestige on 
both continents.

Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this By-law may be 
restrained as provided by law. 

If any Board, agency or official or 
resident of the Town shall complain 
in writing to the Inspector of 
Buildings that a provision or 
provisions of this Zoning By-law are 
being violated, identifying the viola- 
tion or violations he believes to exist 
and the person or party in violation, 
the Inspector of Buildings shall in- 
vestigate such complaint and shall 
resp nd to the the complainant ruling 
that « violation does or does not exist.

One of the items expected to 
be acted upon Tuesday is a new 
communications policy, which 
specifies the problem-solving 
chain of command. 

According to the policy 
presented in August by Com- 
mitteeman Elaine Viehmann, 
problems ‘‘and/or concerns” 
should be resolved at the lowest 
possible level, beginning with 
the staff, up through the depart- 
ment heads, principals and 
superintendent to the school 
committee. 

If a problem cannot be resolv- 
ed at one level, it is referred to 
the next higher level. 

The would-be policy says the 
committee encourages ‘‘order- 
ly participation’’ of the public 
at its meetings, after the school 
committeemen have had their 
turn to talk. 

To facilitate communications 
at the school level, a com- 
mitteeman will be assigned as 
‘liaison’? with one or more 
schools, ‘‘to represent the ideas 
of the committee and to gain 
understanding of the special 
concerns of a school and how it 
functions.”’ 

An additional com- 
munications channel specified 
for pupils is through the Student 
Activity Council at the high 
school and through the high 
school student representative 
to the committee. 

The policy also sets rules for 
the committee, beginning with 
organization on the Tuesday 
evening following the annual 
town election.

designee is to represent the 
staff at all school committee 
meetings, held the first and 
third Tuesday evenings of each 
month at 7:30 p.m. 

Special meetings may be call- 
ed by the chairman or by the 
secretary upon written request 
of three or more committee 
members. 

The Student Advisory Com- 
mittee of the high school is to 
be invited to participate in all 
public meetings. 

Under the heading of 
‘‘meetings,’’ the policy says 
that following the procedures 
outlined by state law is the first 
responsibility of the committee 
and that otherwise, they will 
follow ‘‘Robert’s Rules of 
Order’’ or this policy. 

The agenda of each meeting 
is to be prepared by the 
superintendent with the ap- 
proval of the chairman, and 
sent to each member at least 
three days before the meeting. 
No question is to come before 
the committee that does not
